Dissolution a Ecnieay for Cabinet 
Troubles— The Queen's Solicitude 
for Her Premier. 



Absolute DenialB of Armenian Stories 
—General Booth's American 
Plans and Ideas. 
— — 

London, March 23. — Mr. Gladstone's 
return to London has boea hastened by tho 
deadlock in tbo cabinet over tho question of 
tho BuocoBsion to tho Speakership, and tho 
still more seriom diflferenco in regard to tho 
dissolution of parliamont, upon which ques- 
tion there dooa not aeom to bo any feeling of 
unanimity. It is certain thafc the advioo of 
tho ox-Premier will guide tho ministers in 
deoiding both questions, aDd until ho haB 
arrivod and tho lundora have had tho benefit 
of consultation with him nothing will bo 
done. At tho cabinet) council, whioh wub 
convened a wook ago last Thursday, it 
Boomed very improboblo that there would 
bo a dissolution until tho ministerial pro- 
gramme fixed at the boginning of tho seaBion 
had boon carried out. Tho oxooutivocommit- 
teoof tho Liboral party had told tho election 
agents that there would bo no gonoral elec- 
tion until November. The change in tho 
Bituation IB duo to Lord RoBebery's increas- 
ing desire to withdraw from the Premier- 
ship, and thero is a general realization that 
something must bo done to make a change 
in the state of affairs existing. Tho Equab- 
blos over tho Speakership, and the threat- 
ened desertions from the ministerial ranks 
on tbo question of looal veto havo also had 
their effect upon Lord Hosobory, and tho 
othor ministers are becoming disgusted ovor 
the tension caused by their working with a 
small and unoortain majority, which is 
liable at any unexpected time to become a 
minority. 

Lord Rosebery is gaining strength slowly, 
but ho has prolongod periods of insomnia 
and symptoms of serious norvous disorder : 
nevertholesB ho will not withdraw from 
ctSco until he sees the end of the present 
parliament. Throughout ten days ho has 
nob had a singlo night's sleep, and his fav- 
orite remedy, thab of drinking warm water, 
whioh he h,»8 found valuable upon previouB 
occasions when similarly attacked, hua nob 
been ef&oaclouB. Only drugs havo given him 
relief, and these only temporarily. His con- 
dition is such that his physicians have urged 
him to tako a sea voyage as tho only thing 
that would give him permanent benefit. 

The Queen huB been informed of Lord 
Rosobery's condition and desire to retire 
from offioe, and haa declared heresolf moat 
unwilling to accept his resignation. Her 
Majesty has expressed the hope that his col- 
leagues will allow the Premier time to re- 
cover from his ailments before taking any 
action which would embarrass him, and this 
course may be pursued. However, there is 
a oliquo of minlBterB, among whom Sir Wm. 
Hargoarbia tho moat prominent, who think 
tho easiest nay onb of a seemingly impasa- 
ablo road is an early dissolution. 

The choice of the Liberals for succession 
to the speakership now lies between Righb 
Hon. Leonard Courtney and Wm. Court 
Gully, and tho latter will probably be tho min- 
isterial nominee. Mr. Gully, who ia a membar 
of the house for Carlisle, ie a grandson of 
the famous light-weight champion pugilist 
John Gully, who after retiring from the 
riDg became Member of Parliament for 
Pontofraot. Mr. Gully's father, James 
Manby Gully, was a noted hydropathic 
phyBiolan, whoso reputation, however, was 
not enhanced by his connection with tho 
notorious Bravo poisoning case. The 
present Mr. Gully ia a high- 
bred, courtly, dignified and clover gentle- 
man and a Quoen'a Counsel. Ho would un- 
questionably mako a good figure in the chair, 
but he ia bo seldom in his neat that Sir 
Charles Dilko was recently moved to aek in 
connection with hia candidacy, " Would you 
mako a man Spoukor who haa been ten yeara 
u member and ten minutes in tho house?" 

PAYMENT OF MEMBERS, 
Tho Bot-back which the Radicals received 
in tho Houso of Commons last night in tho 
voto on tho question of paying salarios to 
members haa given great satisfaction to the 
Conservatives, who greeted tho announoe- 
mont of tho result of the division with pro- 
onged cheera. In 1S9.3, when the proposal 
was voted on it was carried by a majority of 
47. Last night tho mujorlty In its favor 
was only eight, and tho opposition went 
nearly frantic in their expression of delight 
at tho shrinkage. 

ARMENIAN STORIES. 

Tho Turkish representatives in London 
and Paris give absolutely wholcsalo donials 
of tho stories that 2,500 Armonians aro in 
prison and many of thorn dying from tho 
rigora of confinement, 

The Globo correspondent in Constanti- 
nople quotes a atatemonb made by a Euro- 
pean who was travelling in Ritlia uud Mooeh 
last fall. Thin gontleman avers that ho was 
passing through Djallyeguzm about Febru- 
ary 23 — when it, is rolated that tho most in- 
human atrooitleB wore porpotrated, ono in- 
cident boiDg the massttcro of 300 Armenians 
of all sges and both sexes by 
Turkish troops. It was alleged, too, that 
theBe persons hud boon iuducod to surrender 
by promiaea of protection and that tho dead 
and dying wero thrown into an immonso pit 
togothor. In refutation of thlB Btory ho 
aaya that ho neither Baw nor hoard anything 
of tho maueacro, although ho admits that 
tho village was attacked in conBfquenco of 
tho hostile attitude of It o inhabitants 
towards tho govornmenb. Ho saw ruins 
hero and there aa tho result of the fighting, 
but dcclarod that tho acoounta publiahed 
in tho nowapapors In Groat Britain 
woro grosH oxaegnrationa and that tho so- 
oallod dotailB woro puro notion. This, he 
doclaros, is especially true of tho stories of 
tbo brutal usago of women and girls and the 
torturo of villugnra. 

In another lebtor Sir Ellis Aehmoad- 
Rarblobb donouncoB aa monstroua lieu tho 
abatements that, owing to grave roports of 
outragos from the Russian ooubuIs at Eizo- 
roum and Van, Rusoia has appointed a com- 
mission to examine and ruport upon tho 
alleged barbarltioa practised in Turkish 
prisons. It Is needless to de- 
nounce thla story, Mr. Bartlotb says, 
as it ia too obviously an orhuto composition 
of a fiatlonist, inspired by tho Anglo- 
Armenian association. This lettor, how- 
ever, haB not exoitod tho public, and tho 
mombcrs of tho Honso of Commons who aro 
connected with tho Armenian aocioty havo 
called a mooting, to be hold on Monday, 



with the object of organizing an extension 
of tho Anti-Turkish agitation. 

THE CURRENCY QUESTION. 

In tho communications whioh have paBsed 
between the British and German govern- 
ments in regard to tho calling of a monetary 
conference, Sir Wm. Haroourb is roportod as 
defining the poaition of England to be that 
she is ready to take part in a conference if 
a feasible basis of discussion can bo obtained. 
It Is tho opinion of officials high in authori- 
ty that prolonged negotiations upon thiB 
Bubjoot must preoode tho conference. 

" DARKEST AMERICA." 

Gen. Booth, in a written Interview on 
" Darkest Americo," expresses the opinion 
thab native Americans aro superior to nutivo 
English in religious work. This work, he 
aaya, thoy conduct on a broader basis in 
America than thoy do horo. Thero iB no 
wall between tho ohurohes eithor in a Bpeclal 
or a religious way In America as there is In 
England. The difficulty in the Unitod Statca 
ia their now and mixed population. The 
enrolment of a million tramps in a great 
and diatinot army, and a boat of oriminala 
all working in coloniea under Salvation 
Army plans, is ono of Gonoral Booth's reme- 
dies for tho evlla ho seeks to eradicate.

Hudson Bay Railway Co. Loaned Two 
and a Half Millions Secured by 
Subsidies and Bonds. 



Hon. J. C. Patterson to Be Governor 
of Manitoba— Details of the 
Cabinet Changes. 



(From Oar Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Maroh 23.— The cabinet ohaoges 
already announced as probable are likoly to 
be made during tho coming woek. When 
Hon. A. R. Diokey, now Secretary of State, 
beoomes Minister of Militia, Hon. J. C. 
Patterson, who resigns this office in his 
favor, will not go out of the Cabinet, but 
will remain aa a minlater without portfolio. 
Hon. Dr. Montague, now without portfolio, 
will becomo Secretary of State. The net 
result, aa will be Boon, will be that the per- 
sonnel of tho Cabinet remalnB aa ab present, 
but thab one Ontario minister gives up a 
portfolio and the salary attached to anothor 
from the same province. Id is understood 
that Hon. Mr. Patterson is to bo the next 
Lieutenant-Governor of Manitoba, bub no 
appointment is intended to be made for two 
or three months. 

The details of tho arrangement with the 
Hudson Bay railway company have been 
completed. The oompany will reoelve a 
straight loan of §2,500,000, against which 
the government wlil retain the cash subsidy 
already voted of $80,000 o year for twenty 
years — or §1,GOO,000 in money, besides re- 
taining also tho large land subsidy promised. 
The government tako as Becurity for tho 
loan tho first preference bonds of the oom- 
pany. 

Thero is £reab activity in all the depart- 
ments in preparation for the meeting of the 
house on April 18.

THE "VEL0S" WRECKED, 



She Goes Down In a Terrible Equi- 
noctial Storm Off Trial 
Island. 



Contractor Frederick Adams and Four 
of the Steamer's Crew 
Lost. 



EDfjineer William Law's Body Alone 
Recovered— Mate Christeu- 
sen's Story. 



By tho wreok of the little forty-nino ton 
steamer " Velos " in Friday night's south- 
easterly gale, five lives woro lost and two 
families wero robbed of their bread-winners. 
Tho terrible accident wan directly attribut- 
able to tho breaking of tho wheel chains 
while tho stoamer was battling with bho 
cquinootial atorm off Trial Island, oho being 
ab tho time on hor way to Haddington and 
Nelson islanda. The death roll is aa bolow :

HOW THE DISASTER OCCUREED. 

A Night of Terrible Experiences — Mate 
Christensen Telle Ills Story. 

The Velos, which was ono of the voterans 
of the oannory and towing fleet, lefb Vic- 
toria about 9:30 Friday nlghb for the quar- 
ries, from which she has brought numerouB car- 
goes of stone for tho new parliamont build- 
ings during roaenb weeks. There was a stiff 
southeaater blowing at the time, and Cap- 
tain Anderson waB strongly averse to going 
out— ab loasb until he had daylight to navi- 
gate in. Delay had followed delay, how- 
ever, and although the steamer was to have 
lefb port at 0:30 lb was three hours later 
before the oompany that was to bo taken 
to the island was oomploto aboard 
the attendant barge — the oonverted steamer 
Pilot. Mr. F. Adams, oontraotor for the 
new parliamont bnildings, was the only pas- 
senger on tho steamer, while aboard the 
barge were Thomas Huaon, William Ed- 
wards, William Clarke, John Connery, John 
Niblock, George Bigham, Robert Maolure, 
James Clark and five Italian laborers, for 
Haddington island ; David Robs, Thomas 
Kelly, Edouard Dubois, James Hurley, 
Joseph DesrocheB, Alexander Potrigan, 
Louis Cruickshank, Patriok Haggerty, An- 
drew Shaugneasy, William Borryman and a 
Chinese oook, for Nelson island; 

The little steamer with her cumbersome 
escort did not feel the full fury of the blow 
as she lefb the harbor and Victoria's lights 
one by one wero lost to sight astern. She 
soon caught ib, however, and every mile was 
made with increasing difficulty. Trial 
island was nob reached nntil past 10.30, and 
the Captain had about determined to try for 
Cadboro bay and there anohor and await 
the coming of morning. 

The passage, a narrow and much dreaded 
one, was made with the tido about an hour's 
flood, and the steamer, holding her un- 
wieldy consort with difficulty, entered the 
open. It wfaB then a quarter to oloven ; 
the night intensely dark", und the sea high 
and treaoheroua. The wind, full from the 
southeast, increased In veloolty eaoh mo- 
ment, and fooling that it would be madness 
to ooutinuo, or attempt so to do in the tooth 
ot iiuch a gale, the captain gave ordors to 
put about and roturn to Viotoria. 

Ry this time tho ateumer wbb in Bore dis- 
tress, tho difficultleo of the eituatiou being 
very much increased by tho presence of the 
tow. Tho latter dragged heavily, and 
soveral timeB all but carried away the 
stoamor. Then there would bo a brief lull 
in the storm and tho o'd, heavy hulk would 
oomo up with a rush and throaten tho Velos 
with destruction by a following collision. 
Tho next moment the hawsor would run out 
taut and tho littlo Bteamer would again bo 
compelled to cxerb all hor energies to hold 
hor own wibh the gale. 

It was juab after Captain Andoraon had 
reached tho decision to return thab tho 
accident occurred. Tho oaptain was him- 
self at tho wheel, and tho stoamor had 
been put hard over on tho port, when sud- 
douly sho refused to answer her helm, and 
almoBt immediately was caught broadside 
by a torrifio soa and BWamped. 

Then almoat before tho extent of tho 
accident propor could be gueeaed ut, tho 
atoamer crashed broadside on tho lodge ■ ? 
rocka on whioh tho surf waa breaking, and 
the bargo, having oaughb a fierce guBb of 
wind, waa coming down liko an englno of 
death to oomploto tho destruction of the 
haploas atoamer. 

After that ib waa a record of torriblo suf- 
fering for two of tho aovon aboard tho 
Voloa ; of death for tho remaining five. 

Andrew Chriatensen, the mate— whoso 
brobhor losb his life only a few monthB ago 
In command of tho ill-fated Estello— -thus 
tolls the story of hia exporienco. Ho gives 
tho facta Bimply and connectedly, and it is 
apparent that ho kept a cool head ovon in 
tho face of death : 

" We loft port ab half-past nino or there- 
abouts, and it waa a quarter to olovoo when 
tho accident occurred. By that tlmo ib was 
blowing a full southeast galo and thero was 
a very heavy soa running, with tho tide 
aboub an hour from flood. Wo had gob 
through the passage and woro about two 
miles beyond when tho captain decided to 
roturn.

Davie's rotireuionb. At another mooting in 
Alberni on the aamo day, Mr. T. A. Wooda, 
already in the field as the choice of 
Oowlchan, addresaod the oleotorB, aBking 
thoir ondorsation ; and was followed by 
Messrs. F. McQuillan, Huff, and H. Bain- 
bridgo, who urged the desirability of 
choosing a resident of Alberni and offered 
themaelvos for nomination by tho meeting.

Another 
ballot resulted in a tie between Huff 
and McQuillan, and aa Chairman Kirk- 
patrick refused to cast tho deoiding vote a 
third ballot was taken, when Huff gob 22 
votes and McQuillan 21— one man nob vot- 
ing. Tho ohoioo was then made unanimous, 
lb looka therefore as if Messrs. Wood and 
Huff will have a contest.

Mr. StevonBon will move hie 
outfit to Ashcroft this week, it being the 
next placo there is work to bo dono.

Henderson, Smith and Mogaw it will then 
bo nooossary to hold still another oleotion to 
fill his position, as tho writs for tho oleotion 
occasioned by tho resignation of tho other 
three aldermen will in all probability roach 
tho oity on Friday. 
Speaking of tho advuntugoB which this 



diatriat offera for the oulture of small fruit, 
Mr. I E. Haun informed ub the other day 
that last year he had pioked and marketed 
from 1,000 strawberry planta, which were 
planted two years before, 800 pounds cf fruit. 
The space oooupied by the planta was about 
one-fourteenth of an aore and the prioe real- 
ized was 10 cents per pound. This mean an 
income of SI, 130 from an aore of good ground 
in Btrawberrios. Allowing for damaged 
fruit, low prices, etc., there atill remains a 
largo margin of profit in tho' small fruit 
business, whioh will certainly become one of 
the principal industriea of tho country be- 
fore many years. 

Some tlmo ago a Siwaah known as Ono- 
eyed Louis was committed for trial on the 
charge of stoaling and branding two oolts, 
ono of whioh wan the property of Mr. Prioo 
Ellison, of this city. Tho ovideooe waa of 
the moat convloting oharaotor, aa the ncouaed 
had been caught in the vory Bat. He waB 
aent to Kamioops to awaib hia trial, and last 
week appeared beforo Judgo Spinks and 
pleaded guilty. He might havo been sen- 
tenced to 11 yeara, bub ho wasn't — he gob

months. 



OKANAGAN FARMERS 



Uneasy at the Thought of Any Seduc- 
tion in tbe Duties on Farm 
Produce. 

Proposed Union to Encourage Fruit 
Growiusr-aud Secure Liying; 
Freight Kates. 



The Vernon Nowa of Maroh 21 contains a 
long and intorcating report of a conforonoo 
of fruit growera held thoro on tho preceding 
Thursday for the purpose of dlsouaaing tho 
beat moans of securing a roduotion In the 
railway rates in shipmonts from tho Okan- 
agan district. Mr. W. R. Megaw, the 
chairman, said that if tho business is to 
continue the rates muat bo cub in two, and 
that under a fair rate five oarloada would be 
shipped for every 500 pounda going out at 
preaenb. 

Mr. Thomas G. Earl, of Lytton, who ad- 
vised that a fruib growers' union should be 
organized, said ho had interviewed Mr, 
Brown, of the C.P.R. freight department in 
V anoouver, and had received very courteous 
treatment from that gentleman, who had 
promised that ono oar per week would be 
pub on between bhe Coast and Rovelatoko to 
insure rapid delivery of produce. 
Ho deplored the fact that bo muoh 
of tho country ia hold in large 
holdings. He hoped to aeo the day when 
the large ranches will bo out up and occu- 
pied by hundreds of small farmers. Cali- 
fornia, he pointed out, every year ships 30,- 
000 c»ra of fruit, »nd the Okanagan diatricb 
might easily ship 1,000 oars p«r year. 

Mr. A. Pojtili adviaed tho farmera to in- 
troduce a telephone system to aiBiat them in 
co-oporating. Ho said ho had viaited the 
Northwest a year or «o ago to Inquiro into 
the market for fruit. He found that tho 
people wanted frulb badly, bub the fruit 
dealers appeared hoetile to a new man, they 
had their Bonrce of supply established and 
charged from 8 to 10 centa per lb. for fruib. 
Ho had no quarrel with the C. P. R. They 
have opened up the country and aro not 
such torrible oppreaaora as some people 
think; they are businoea people and if ap- 
proached properly will entertain a business 
proposition. 

Mr. T. E. Naun told of the beneficial re- 
sults of a fruit groworb' union in tho Niagara 
district in reducing rates. He said tho 
Okanagan valley can raise enough strawber- 
ries hero to supply all tho Northwest and 
tho Kootenayo, and there is big money in it 
if proper shipping facilities can be obtained. 
Other produce and vegetables might bo ex- 
ported that ab presenb aro not sent out to 
any oxtonb. For instance, lasb year $30,000 
worth of boana were imported into B. C. 
They could eaaily have been grown in this 
valley. They could bo raised with profit at 
two centa per pound, while the ordinary re- 
tall price ia 4 to 5 cents. An immense 
amount of vegetables would be raised if 
thoy could only be got to markot. 

Mr. E. Kelly pointed out that the Koote- 
nay mineB would furnish a market for 
vegebables, but tho fveighb is so high that 
produce could bo shipped from tho American 
e t el o , pay the duty and successfully compete 
ugainBt tho Okanogan farmera. At present 
tho duty gives ua protection, but bow long 
that may lust ia a question for politicians. 

After further dlsoussion a committee waa 
appointed, consisting of Messrs. D. Graham, 
M P. P., I. Haun, E. Kelly, A. Poatill and 
tho chairman, to endeavor to obtuin roliablo 
information ua to tho amount of produco con- 
sumed on tho coaab und in Kootenay dur- 
ing tho year, tbe Bourcea from whioh it is 
imported, and how muoh tho diBtriot will 
bo ablo to export this Beaaou. They will 
figure on freight rates and report to tho 
tranoportation committee of tho Provincial 
Horticultural Stoioty, who will bring the 
matter to tho attontion of tho CP. R. com- 
pany. 

In an editorial in tho eamojesuo tho News 
B(.ys : 

"Those who wero present at the meeting 
of farmera and fruit-growers, u roport of 
which wo furnish this week, can not fill to 
have been convinced that the mujority of 
thoso prosont wero uneasy at the thought of 
any reduction in tho duties on farm produco 
being effeoted as tho result of a posaiblo 
ohango in tho administration of public 
uffaira. Thoy ory out not only for a con- 
tiuuanco of protective duties but it ia plain 
to neo that thoy would gludly havo thnm ad- 
vanced to higher fifiureB. Tnelr influence 
will all bo thrown on tho side ot tho Conser- 
vative candidate in the approaching cam- 
paign, and aa far as this aection of the con- 
atituency ia oonoerned, they will to a large 
degree control the outcome of tho contest.

San Fhancisco, March 21.— Tho firat 
broach of tho poaoo to rosulb from tho Bail- 
ors' strike for higher wagea ooenrred here 
thia morning, when a orowd of union aoa-

Tho 
negrooa wero hired yesterday after Cain's 
failure to securo white men at $25. Only 
fivo of ton negroea remained, and tho 
Wilna pub to sea with these, who 
wero not seamen. No arroBtB wore modo 
Tho sohooners Ivy and La GIrondo also pub 
to soa this morning with short orows, 
their captains rofusing to pay union w*geB. 
Tho La Girondo took on throo green farmera 
from Sonoma. She needed fivo seamen. 
Tho Ivy's captain went out with one nogro 
and a cook.

And WHEREAS tho Council of tho Corpora- 
tion of tho City of Victoria dooms it undesir-

An effort was made to send in an 
alarm from box .12, Spring Bldge, but as the 
alarm ayatem ia badly disorganized — as has 
already been reported to tho city by Chief 
Deaay — tho box would not work and the 
alarm had to 1)3 sent from the corner of 
Caledonia avonuo and Cook street. When 
tho firemen got on tho spot they made quick 
work of the fire, a stioum from tha chemical 
and ono from a hydrant quickly extinguish- 
ing the fl imeB.

Her captain reported that at 10 
o'olock on the night of tho 16 h he waB in 
collision with an unknown sohooner. The 
Laura May hailed the stranger hut received 
no answer, and tho latter backing dear of 
the wreck, orowded on all sail and made 
away for the north, without stopping to aa- 
certain tho extent of tho May's injuries or 
offer any auaiatanco. 

The Snnnlah Cabinet. 

WASHINGTON, March 23. — Conaiderable 
curiosity is folb here na to tho oomplexion of 
tho new Spanish miniatry. It is regarded 
»9 not unlikely that tho Conservative Cano- 
vaa del Caatillo will form a cabinot. ThiB 
would result, in all probability, in the reaig. 
nation of ihe Spanish minister at Washing- 
ton aa tho minister ia a Liboral and could 
not Borve under a Conservative prirno minis- 
ter. If tho Conservative cabinet is formed 
it ia believad Cuba will bo placed under 
martial law. 

Complaints Against Thursloa. 

WASHINGTON, March 23 — Tho precise 
complaint whioh waa forwarded to the 
Hawaiian government in tho customary 
manner through Minlator Willie upon which 
Thurston's reoall waB rtqueated stated that 
bo had made statements to the press r< flsot- 
inc upon the American miniotor at Hono- 
lulu, and intended to discredit him and im- 
pair hiB usefulnesa. Tho complaint that 
Miniater Thurston published oflioial mat- 
ters before communicating thorn to the 
atate department was considorod of seemd- 
ary importance. Though tho adminiatra- 
tinn regarded it atrango that he should havo 
officially confirmed the report that the 
schooner Walberg had cleared from San 
Francisco to land a thousand stand of arms 
of whioh tho Hawaiian government had cap. 
tured only three hundred, it is said tho atti- 
tude of Thurston towards Willia alono waa 
made tho Immodlate ground for declaring 
hia official continuance at Washington no 
longer desirable, and upon thla representa- 
tion tho Hawaiian government callod upon 
to withdraw him. 

A Milder Version. 

WASHINGTON, March 23 — The troub'o 
botweon Nicaragua and Groat Britain, 
which threatened to entangle tho United 
Stuteo, has not assumed tho belligeronb as- 
pect made out by recont reports. It is 
known definitely that Sir Julian Pauncefote, 
the Britisn ambassador, has not aeon Secre- 
tary GroBham on tho Nioaraguan question 
and has had no communication whatever 
on tho subjoot. From the standpoint of 
Nicaragua officiate, tho question is readily 
ausceptible of peaceful adjustment, and 
thore is not a remote ohanco of a bombard- 
ment of Greytown. From the British stand- 
point, tho trouble with Nicaragua !b ono 
which the intorcatB of tho United States and 
Great Britain aro agreed rather than op- 
posed, aB when tho British vice-consul, Mr. 
Hatch, w«s expelled from Nicaragua tovcral 
citizens cf tho United States wore also ex- 
pelled. Tho latter were allowed to return, 
but it ia beliovod an indemnity for their ex- 
puision waa quietly paid. 

Ronciit Health Too Late. 

Santa Baheaea, Cal., March 22— Tho 
Dncheeo of LoinBter, whose death haB boen 
announced from Mentono, had engaged a 
auito at tho Arlington for horsolf and 
twenty six persona for April 10. She was 
coming hero for her health, 

STOCKS liN MEW YORK. 

New York, March 23 — A preaauro to 
soli la being noted in the Grangers and rail- 
ways generally owing to lower cables from 
London. Tha weakness waa shortlived, 
however, and soon after 11 o'clock the trad- 
ing becamo animated. There waB a material 
inorease in outside orders and commission 
firms felt more confident than of late. Tho 
demand waa well diatributed, and even the 
chronic boara were compelled at tho close to 
confess that tho market lookod hotter than 
at any timo for a yoar or bo past.

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THE ENGINEERS' REPORT. 

The intellitrent oitizon who oxaminoB the 
report) of Moaara. Haskins and Keating 
oarofully must, we think, regret that the 
City Council did not laBt yoar engage the 
florvicea of a first-class engineer to look into 
and report upon the whole matter of the 
water aupply. • The Eastorn engineers, for 
instance, appear to have serious J)ubta an 
to whether a sufficient quantity of water can 
be obtained from the area from which Elk 
Lake receives its supply. Tho romarka they 
mako on tho subjeot of the waterahed aro 
both significant and suggoBtive. They Bay : 

We notice that in the official instructions 
the area of tho waterahed in given as 2,177 
aoros, exclusive of tho lakes, and that cho 
annual report for 1 893 places the averago 
rainfall for tho paat 20 years at 29 6G inches, 
and tho minimum rainfall about IS inches. 
While it ia impossible from this information 
alone, and without some knowledge of tho 
nature of tho gathering grounds, to estimato 
with any degree of aoeuraoy tho amount of 
wator whioh can be depended upon from 
this sourco, yot in our judgmont it eoeniB un- 
likely that the city can obtain more than 
about 2,000.000 gallons per day in any yoar 
when the preoipitation ma}' bo below tho 
average, and in seasons of minimum rainfall 
ib appours doubtful if so largo a qu»ntity 
would bo available. 

There aro heaven-born engineers in tho 
city who will no doubb pronounce theao 
thoughtful remarks of professional men a 
pack of nonsense, and that the two thousand 
odd aores that feed Elk Like can easily sup- 
ply a alty of a hundred thousand inhabitants 
with all the water thoy need. 

Ib can readily be seen from the following 
paragraph of the report thab the engineers 
consider thab a good many inquiriea ought 
to be made before the city vontures to spend 
large sums of money in trying to improve 
the Elk Lake water supply : 

While we have not been called upon to 
oonBider the question of tho capacity of tho 
works, we deem it our duty to suggoab thab 
before incurring any largo expenditure, 
which appears now to be contemplated, it 
would seem advisable to investigate bhe pos- 
sibilities either of adding to tho watershed 
or of raising the lakes so as to impound all 
the water that the drainage area will yiold, 
or as much of it as practicable. 

This is very much like what we said a few 
months ago, when the by-law to raise money 
bo improve the waterworks and to purohaso 
tho watershed was under consideration ; 
hub the City Counail, backed up by 
the meetings held in the City Hall, 
scouted the suggestion that an expert 
ought to bo oonsulted. They knew all 
about it; " common-sense " was a safe 
enough guide for thorn. The ratepayers 
gavo the Councillors tho money they asked 
for and the work of improvement was com- 
menced. Bub it was soon found thab the 
"common-sense" at the disposal of the 
Corporation could nob be depended upon. 
There wbb nob enough of it, or Ib was nob of 
the righb sort. Exporb advioo, or what 
" common-sense " considered export advice, 
was sought and obtained. Thab advice not 
being sufficient or satisfactory, Messrs. 
Haakina and Keating wero applied to. They 
have drawn np a report on the subjeot of 
the Filter Bed Plana which contains sensi- 
ble suggestions and excellent advioe. We 
trust thab the Council will not consider 
ib too late to make the investigation which 
the eminent E tatern engineers recommend. 
It will be observed that tho necessity of a 
preliminary investigation before a large ex- 
penditure was incurred was so ovidont to 
tho engineers whom the City Council con- 
sulted that their eenao of duty impelled 
thorn to go out of their way to rocommend 
that ib be made. Will tho Councillors 
follow this sound advice ? 



RECREA TION. 

Wo do not think thab ihoro aro many 
citizans of Victoria who will unito with His 
Worship tho Mayor in denouncing the cele- 
bration of tho Queen's Birthday ua " tom- 
foolery." Tho colobrationB hithorto hold 
have not baon tomfoolery, but something 
very much tho revorBO. Tho Queen's Birth- 
day has beon Victoria's annual holiday. 
Porhaps Mayor Toaguo'H attontiou hos nob 
boon seriously diroctod to tho Bubject of 
rooreation. If ho had thought over it he 
might have oomo to the conclusion that 
rooreation is ono of tho necessaries of lifo— 
that it ia at times tho most protitablo busi- 
ness In which a man or woman can engage, 
andthat for tho want of ib many good and uso- 
ful poople are ruined in both mind and body. 
Ho would boo that there ia a profound and 
vory valuablo truth in tho common Baying : 
"All work and no play makes Jaok a dull 
boy." Might wo venture to rooommond tho 
study of this important aubjoct to Hie Wor- 
ship ? 

Thoro aro many who aro of opinion thab 
Queen's Birthday colobrations havo boon 
most useful to this city from a business 
point of viow. Thoy havo boon Victoria's 
host advertisement. Nothing has done bo 
muoh to give a favorablo impression of tho 
olty to etrangors as thoso colobrationB. Thoy 
havo brought to ib troops of visitors and nob 
a little businoss. Thoy havo dono much to 
givo ib the character of boing ono of tho 
ploasantest and tho moat beautiful citloB 
on this continent. Tho monoy epent on 
tho colobrations has, wo aro eonvincod, 
been woll invostod, and it would bo most 
unfortunate for tho oily if they wore dis- 
continued or mado Iobs attractive. It is, of 



course, right to be liberal to the poor. 
Independently of the faob thab the poor get 
a very large percentage of tho money ex- 
pended on the celebrations, they afford to 
them enjoyment whioh they greatly need 
and keenly relish. Besides, we venture to 
say, if the oity does not contribute a dollar 
to this year's celebration, the poor will not 
be In the slightest dogreo better off. 

A MERRY-ANDREW. 

Some litorory buffoon waa permitted to 
play his antics in tho editorial column of 
yesterday's Times. Having neither senBe 
enough nor knowledge enough to treat a 
soriouB subjeot aerioualy he expects to ac- 
complish his purpose by grinning grotesque- 
ly and by outting clumsy capers. Ho evi- 
dently thinks that he can by grimacing and 
cracking stale jokes bring into disrepute 
someone whom he styles tho " 3age of Mac- 
clesfield." 

Tho editor of the Macolesfield Gazotto and 
Herald wrote earnestly and feelingly of tho 
condition of English industries and English 
workingmon and workingwomon after fifty 
years' experience of freo trai'r, and tho 
writer who for tho nonoe occupies the posi- 
tion of editor of the Times replies frivolous- 
ly and heartlessly by comparing the Maccles- 
field Journal to tho Eatanawill Gazotte., Ho 
dooB not attempt to prove that any state- 
ment made by tho English paper is falae or 
any faot misrepresented. Ho ovidontly be- 
lioves thab Btupid allusions to Dickens will 
bo taken by the readers of tho Times for 
argumonts and worn out witticisms will bo 
accepted by thorn instoad of facts. 

Although tho Times permits its contribu- 
tor to crack jokes on such a pitiful subject 
as tho present condition of the English peo- 
ple thoro aro thousands of able men ic Groat 
Britain who diBouaa the matter most seri- 
ously and who are at their witB 1 end to find 
somo way of rescuing the peoplo of tho conn- 
try out of tho slough in which they aro floun- 
dering. 

Ib is impossible in theao days to tako up a 
Britiah periodical without finding in it tho 
most depressing and desponding statements 
as to tho state of tho buainoBS of the country. 
Wo have before us tho Westminster Review 
for March. One of its artioles is headed, 
" Should capitalists advocate stato-Boeial- 
ism?" lb sayB : 

Under presenb oondibions capitalists have 
their full moaaure of grievanooa. Home 
and foreign competition, unsafe invest- 
ments, falling interest, the disappearance of 
profits, dissatisfied workmen, long-winded 
debtors, impatient creditors, greater de- 
mands upon their parses for charitable in- 
stitutions, and a general increase of rents 
and taxes every year, numbers of capitalists 
live in daily dread of bankruptcy, which 
every now and then comes desperately near 
their doors. . . . Under such condi- 
tions wo cannot wondor at tho long-faoed 
anxious men we meob ab every turn. They 
are bravely contending against fearful oddi, 
hoping against hope, determined not to be 
boaten it untiring personal enorgy can koep 
the wolf at bay ! 

The publication in which these discourag- 
ing statements appear is not an Eatanswill 
Gazette, and Great Britain has enjoyed fifty 
years of free trade. 

An article on tho " Meaning and Measure 
of Unemployment," in tho Contemporary 
Roviow, contains muoh information, and 
that not of the most cheerful kind, about 
tho state of tho workingmon of tho Old 
Country. One of its statments is : 

Thoro wero on January 1 of thia 
year, in England and Waloa alone, 
116,473 ablo - bodied adult paupers. 
It is true that most of those regarded from 
a working point of view would bo found 
hopelessly inefficient. Bub a full considera- 
tion of their case would show thab this 
physical, moral, industrial, incapacity is 
inseparable from the disorder of a society 
whioh has failed to furnish opportunities of 
educating and utilizing in the social service 
tho labor power whioh in eomo kind and de- 
gree attaohea to every human being. 

" Why ia it," the reviewer asks, " thab 
with no many cotton mills in Lancashire 
that they cannot all bo kept working for any 
lengbh of time together, thousands of people 
in Manchester oannob get a dooent shirt to 
their backs ? Why is it that with a growing 
glut of mines and minerB, myriads of peoplo 
are shivering for lack of coal '; " 

Thia is nob EitanswiU Gazetto sensation- 
alism, bub tho sober and serious statomont 
of a high-class Britiah periodical. Yot Eng- 
land has had free trade for nearly fifty 
years. Wo find in a paragraph of tho Re- 
view of Roviows : " It is ostimatod thab in 
this country with its population of thirty- 
six millions, thoro aro gonorally ubout seven 
hundred thousand men out of work. There 
aro about eight hundred thousand paupors. 
Out of ovory thousand persona who dio in 
morry England, over nino hundred dio 
without leaving any property at all. About 
eight millions exist always on tho bordors of 
destitution. About twonty milliona aro 
poor." Yet England haa had freo trade for 
fifty years. 

Ib is no wondor that, in tho faco of these 
and thousands of other facts, thoro are 
very many good mon in Englund who aro 
questioning the effioaoy of froo trado, and 
who boliove that Groat Britain muat boforo 
long roturn to somo form of protootion. 
Although tho misery thab exists in England 
is wringing tho hearts of tho best men in the 
land, tho Zany of tho Times laughs ab thoir 
efforts to find somo way of alleviating ib. 



A BIO DRINK BILL. 

According to statistics recontly published 
in the London Times there wore consumed 
in Groat Britain during 1894 37,635.615 
gallons of hplrituous liquors ; 28,845,620 
gallons of wino and oidor, and 1,142,836,632 
gallonB of boor. The total British drink 
bill waB (693,689,140. Compared with 189.3 
thiB roturn shows that thoro has boon a do- 
oreaso in tho valuo of tho wino and spirits 
coneumod amounting to $2,625,000, whilo 
on tho other hand tho boor bill has beon in- 
oroaood by $2,040,000 ; or a not decroaBe 
in tho consumption of intoxiaants of 
$585,000. In tho provious year tho 
doorouso in expenditure for liquors 
had boon uhout S10, 000,000. In connootion 
with this roturn samo interesting facte are 



presented. The oost per head for drink Is 
greater in England than in any part of the 
United Kingdom, amounting aa ib does to the 
high annual average of $18 56 por person, or 
S92 80 for eaoh family of five. Scotland 
comes next with an averago of $14 64, while 
tho people of Ireland aro still moro abstem- 
ious, tho averago expenso to oach person 
there boffin only $10.24. Buo although the 
Englishmen are oredlted with being 
the heaviest drinkers the amount of 
ardonb spirits consumed per head 
is greatfst in Scotland, boing ?8 16 
to Ireland's $7.20 and Eogland's $4 32. 
Tho beer soalo runs tho othorway ; English- 
men drink $12 24 worth per head ; Scotch- 
men $4.92, and Irishmen $3. 74. Although 
tho returns for tho paBb few years indicate 
that in the Mother Country temperanoo re- 
formers have nob workod in vain, still when 
we como to compare tho BtatiBtioo of the 
liquor traffic for the ten years last past, 
there does not Beom to be any substantial 
reform in tho drinking habit of the nation. 
In 1885 tho total drink bill was $6I6,:116.530 
aa against SGOS.OSiU-lO in 1894; or per 
head $10.28 in 1885, against $17 17 in 1894. 
Tho amount spenb in drink during tho ton 
years from 1885 to 1894 inclusive, figures up 
to a vory respootable total of over $6,500,- 
000,000. 

THE ARMENIAN TROUBLES. 

The roporta whioh during tho last few 
months have reached us from timo to time 
with regard to outrages allcgod to have beon 
oommittod by the Turks in Armenia are of 
such a nature as to shook every person who 
has plaood any reliance upon them. It is 
unfortunately true that Turkey, and especi- 
ally Turkey-in-ABia, is a country from which 
it is extremoly difficult to aeauro news which 
oan be roadily authenticated. Newspaper 
enterprise, groat aa it is, and high aa would 
bo its roward in such a case as this, has not 
been equal to the task of sending reportors 
into tho Intorior of tho domains of the Sul- 
tan. The emissaries of foreign governments 
aro not pormltted to freely enter into the 
territory which is the Boat of the alleged 
atrocities. The English and American mis- 
sionaries resident in the vicinity feel 
that thoy walk dally with their 
Uvea in their hands, and in their 
anxiety nob to subject themselves to suspi- 
cion thoy only writo to the boards at homo 
such news as oannot givo great otfenca if 
their letters fall into the hands of the Turk- 
ish authorities. The Information which haB 
so far reached ua ia very largely from this 
latter sourco, however, and suspicion is 
nooessarlly cast upon it booasse It came 
through a means of communication confess- 
edly hostile to Turkey. The news thuB re- 
ceived ia further discredited because tho 
informant's Identity is nob disclosed on 
account of tho extrome personal danger 
to those who send it, whioh would result 
upon tho publication of their names. It is 
Bignlfioant that in both England and Ameri- 
ca tho missionary boards are thoroughly con- 
vinced that if in some particulars the reports 
aro oxaggoratod, there Is unfortunately too 
much of truth in thorn. 

Doubt, too, is oast upon the truth of the 
reports beoauae of tho well known character 
of the Armonian peoplo. Although a sub- 
jeot raco thoy hold thomaelvos intellectually 
and morally above the Turks. They dream 
of an indopondent political life, and aro con- 
stantly plotting to securo it. They havo 
tho example and illustration of Bulgaria 
before them, and aoe that they can only 
hope to throw off the yoke of the 
unspeakable Turk by an appeal to tho 
sympathies of their fellow Christians in 
Europe. Instances aro not unoommon to 
prove that in order to attain this objoot 
they know no scruples and will not hesitate 
to adopt the most questionable means. Ib 
ia no wonder then that Englishmen have 
oome to regard any nowB whioh roaches 
them through Armenian aources aa totally 
unworthy of oredence, unless thoroughly 
substantiated by credible witnesses. 

However, thero is llttlo question that all 
doubt will be set at rest by the roport of the 
commission now making inquiry into the 
alleged Armenian atrooities. If thoy have 
been committed, England, in conjunction 
with other Ivjrnpoan cuuntriee, would 
doubtless bo justified on more humanitarian 
grounds in intorforing to proteob a peoplo bo 
groasly misused, Li ran on that ground thoro 
aro many who would insist that tho course 
of England is cltur. But nob only would 
England bo justified on moral grounds in af- 
fording protection to tho Armonians, but by 
express treaty provisions tho right ia givon 
hor to intorfore to provont Turkey from 
tyrannizing ovor her Armonian Bubjocte. In 
tho convontion of Defonsivo Allianco 
signod at Constantinopo, Juno 4, 1878, ib ie 
providod that " If any attempt ohall 
bo mado at any future timo by RuBsia to 
tako poBBoaoion of any further territories of 
His Imporial Majoety tho Sultan in Asia, 
. . . . England engages to join HiB 
Imporial Majesty tho Sultan in dofonding 
them by foroo of arms. In roturn His Im- 
porial MajoBty tho Sultan promises to Eng- 
land to introduce nooeBsary roforms, oto." 

Tho last clause of thia ogrooment ia furtbor 
interpreted by Lord Salisbury in a lotter to 
Mr. Layard, the Turkish ambassador, datod 
May 30, 1878, as follows : " Hor Majesty's 
Govornmout intimatod to the Porto on tho 
oooasion of tho conferonco at Con- 
stantinople thab they woro not pre- 
pared to sanction misgovornment or 
oppression, and ib will bo requiBito bofore 
they can enter into any agreomonb for tho 
defence of the Asiatlo territories of the 
Porto to introduce the nocoBsary reforms 
Into tho govornmout of tho Christian and 
other subjeuta of tho Porto in those rogions." 
So that in cibo tho atrooities alleged to have 
boon commlttod ahall havo beon proved, tho 
right of Great Britain to intorfore oan nob 
bo successfully controverted, ovon by the 
Turks themnolvoo. And humanitarian Bonti- 
monb ovorywlioro will domand that Turkoy 
bo compelled to mako as ample reparation 
as may bo in hor power for tho wrongs of 
hor subject people.

Pyko fills the poaition of stage man- 
ager ; his wife, chio and charm- 
ing Louise Manfred, is tho only member 
of tho old company deemed worthy to ap- 
pear in the now. " Tho Fenotog Master," 
in which perhaps more intoreBt centres than 
in any other professional attraction brought 
here in years, iB booked for April 2!! 24, the 
presenting company being tho original ono 
under tho direotion of Fred C. Whitnoy, 
and with Dorothy Morton In tho rols made 
famous by "The Tempest." 

In noticing the performance of tho Whit- 
ney oompany in De Koven and Smith's 
" Tho Fenoing Master," the Datroit Tribune 
aaya: "The Fencing MaBter Opera Com- 
pany scored a brilliant success at the De- 
troit opera house last evening and Mias 
Dorothy Morton, the now star, contributed 
materially to the oommendable performance. 
Tho scenery was rich and attractive, th» 
chorus was exceptionally good, the singing 
of tho leaders was first clues. There was a 
large and appreciative audienco prosont. 
Smith and Da Koven'a tuneful and pic- 
tureequo opera is so familiar to lovers of 
light opera that no reference need be 
made of it.

Mlas Morton his a trim 
and shapely figure exquisite in outline.

She proved her claims to high con- 
sideration as a Bkilful artiste of 
exceptional natural ability, trained 
in a gicd school of acting, and 
cjpiblo cf interpreting in a moat- Eatitfactory 
manner the intenBe and sympathetic roles 
she undertakes. As an exponent of the oo- 
called "society " or emotional drama she 
iB conceded to have no superiors on the 
American stage, and in the three yeara that 
have elapsed since her list appearance hero 
she has added largely to hor already estab- 
lished repu'.ation. She oomee here direct 
from a San Francisco engigemeut, which 
by reaBon of its success waa extended four 
ontlro weeks. Her present tour is under 
the personal management of Mr. John 
Maguiro, under whose auspices some of ihe 
first dramatic stars that over viuitod Vic- 
toria appoared.

TRAIL CEEEK CAMP. 



Story of the Discovery and Develop 
ment of This Remarkably 
Rich Location. 



Immense Capital Put iu and Dividends 
Quickly Conilii£-A Lively 
Prospect. 



(From tho NorthwostMInlngRuviovr, Spokano ) 
Thoro in bo muoh inquiry about tho mines 
of Tr kil Creek that it seeais wise to publish 
an articla deaoriptivo of the discovery, his- 
tory and development of the oamp in a 
journal whioh Is road generally by mining 
men, and to accompany tho same with a 
map of the mines, which though not entirely 
correct iu detail, will give one a genoral idea 
of tho mines and thoir location. I know of 
no papor or periodical which so regularly 
and ao generally finds Its way into the 
mining seotions of tho Northwest as the 
Northwest Mining Ravlow, and I thoroforo 
tender this article for publication thoroin. 

TUB DISCOVERY. 
During thesoasotof 188", GoorgeBowman 
and others were prospecting along tho 
streams and on tho mountains along tho In- 
ternational boundary, camping in convenient 



Mountain railroad companies ; Austin Cor- 
bin, second official of the same roads ; E. J. 
Roberta, consulting engineer of the above 
mentionud roads ; W. M. Ridpath, attor- 
ney in this olty ; VV. J. C. Wakefield, Col. 
I. N. Peyton, Goorge Forater and others, 
all Spokano people The capital atock of 
the company is §2 500,000, whioh ia held at 
par. There is no indebtedness, tho improve- 
ments aro easily worth §100,000, tho oro in 
eight and blooked out will run into tho hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollarn, tho aompany 
has paid a dividend of $8,000, and tho oro 
Unsure full. The valuo of the oro ia about 
§50 per ton in gold and copper. 

Oliver Duranfc and A. Tarbot, both resi- 
dents of this oity at the time, bonded tho 
War Eaglii in 1892 About this timn Capt. 
S. L. Burbridge, representing tho Pyrltio 
Smelting Company of San FrauciBOO, visited 
tho camp with Mr. Pugh, ono of tho com- 
pany managers, and it perhaps was duo to 
tho recommendations of tho captain moro 
than to any othor cause that Trail Creek 
again found favor with tho investing public 
whioh was Indicated by tho immediate bond- 
ing cf a number of properties, among them 
being tho War Eaglo, to Mr. Pugh and asso- 
ciates. Upon bonding tho War Eagle, Mr. 
Pugh returned to San Francisco, reportod 
to hia associates, who to satisfy themselves 
of tho wisdom of tho Invostmont oont a Mr. 
MoMillan to oxamlno tho'camp and property 
and report to them, whioh ho did ; and 
most unfortunately for his oompaDy, ad- 
versely. Tho company allowed the bond to 
expire by limitation. Messrs. Wakefield, 
Corbin and Roberta bonded and took pos- 



voins travorse the country from northwest 
to southeast with the dip to the north. 

A town has been laid out and named 
Rossl'.iod, several stores and other places of 
buaineaa are established there, nob the ioasto 
of whioh ia tho RoBsland Miner, a bright 
weekly nowspaper. The surveyors of 
the Rod Mountain railway aro cor- 
recting and making permanent loca- 
tion of tho line which will be built 
from Northport at an early date. A large 
list cf visitors is always to bo noticed and 
numerous deals are ponding. There is talk 
of a smelter thoro, whioh is given as a rea- 
son for tho recent visit of the Butte smelt- 
ing peoplo, who also bonded and purchased 
aeveral properties. Prospectora will swarm 
tho hills thia year and they aro alroady ar- 
riving. 

Thoro ia no doubt but that Trail Creek 
will be ono of tho liveliest campa in tho en- 
tire northweat from thia time on. Tho oub- 
puD at thia dato would easily exceed Ii00 
tono daily if railroad facilities wero afforded.

JUBILEE HOSPITAL. 

To the Editor: — I must Bocond "A 
Lato Patient "in hia rcmarka about tho 
Jubilee hospital. It ia only fair to the pains- 
taking staff of that excellent institution — of 
which, aB your correspondent aaya, " British 
Columbians might bo well be proud — that 
they should know that all of ua do not ig- 
nore their exertions and " kick " at various 
trifles that may havo put us out for tho timo 
boing. It ia my opinion, Mr. Editor, and 




places along Rock crook, Kottle river, Bound- 
ary creek and other streama, trying the bars 
for placer and searching tho higher eleva- 
tions for indications of mineralized quartz. 
They were more successful in discovering 
quartz ledgeB than finding "pay dirt," but 
the country being new, gamo and fish being 
plentiful and tho weather perfect, these 
pioneers could nob contont thomaolveo with 
tho many " fair indicationa," bub puahed on 
into some other basiD, gulch or valley, and 
again made camp. It waa well on into tho 
summer before the party reached Trail oroek 
and tho prospecting which ahould have con- 
sumed a whole aeaaon in this now famous 
camp was done hurriedly and tho party soon 
returned to the older camp of Rock creek 
whore they had tho ore tested. Tho assays 
showed a low percontogo of copper, quito a 
valuo in eilver and very little gold ; for as is 
now known tho mines of that camp do not 
show a good gold valuo an surface, but it 
increases with depth. Another party, con- 
fisting of tho Thrasher brothers, Georgo and 
Ben (both as well known as Georgo Bowman 
in all the mining camps of this country), 
and Beveral others, found thoir way into the 
camp finding minoral indicationa but making 
no locations. 

HISTORY. 

Thus the camp wls visited and left by 
somo of tho beat American proapeotorB who 
over postod a location notice, and it won not 
until two years later, tho aummcr of 1889, 
that tho first locition was made, when O. 
llordeau and N. Hoover loaatod the Lily 
May on tho discovery of Bowman und part- 
ners. 

The next year soveral other prospecting 
parties entered tho country and oro waa dis- 
covorod in aovoral localities and tho follow- 
ing named claims wero located with othora 
of tranaiont existenco : The War Eagle, 
Lo R:>i, Canter Star, Idaho, Nickel Plato 
and Virginia. Tho papers were duly re- 
corded iu Nolaon, B. C. , tho then noareat 
recording office. Tho ownora had littlo 
faith in the properties whioh aro now en- 
riching their nuveral owners, and bargained 
with E. S. Topping to doed ono of them to 
him If he would pay coat of rocording tho 
whole, which ho did ; then proceeding to 
Trail orcek ho selected tho Lo Roi aa hiB 
choice, for whioh he received his doed. 

Liter in tho season of 1890, tho Jonie, 
Mountain Viow, St. Elmo, Number One, 
Eutorpriso, Yellow Jackot, C k C, Mouto 
Cristoand others woro localod by one party, 
and the Iron MuBk, Cliff, Columbia, Root-, 
enay, Consolidated St. Elmo, Standard, Iron 
Colt, Georgia, Gopher, Zilor, Mayflower 
and others by others. 

DEVELOPMENT. 
During the latter part of tho oumrnqr ft 
controlling iutoroat in the Lo Roi waa Bold 
to Spokano partloa who Immediately begun 
work and the following year made a ship- 
meat of tho ovo to Butte. Since that time 
the property has been under a aontinuoua 
Btato of development and baa now a Blmft 
down over 360 feot with lovoral levels run 
50 feot apart, having nearly 800 feot of work 
done on it in shafts and drifts. Tho mino 
la equipped with a 55 h.p. boilor, an air com- 
pressor capablo of handling 10 or more 
drills, a powerful engine and all the build- 
ings necessary, together with a blacksmith 
shop, assay oflico und an expsnsivo hotel 
building, which tho protont able manager, 
Mr. Goo. Bant, doos not think a good prop- 
erty to own in connection with the 
mine, and which will probably bo sold. Roy 
H. Clark is aeaayor for tho company. Tho 
mine could caaily ruiao 100 tons of oro 
daily, but it is making no attempt to moro 
than keep tho company out of debt and pay 
a Email dividend, preferring to continuo the 
development of tho mino until railroad 
facilities aro afforded. Among tho owners 
of this mino aro D. O. Corbin, president of 
tho S. F. & N, and N. & Ft. S. and Rod 



session of tho War Eagle in the fall of 
1893, and in May of last year they in- 
terested Patrick Clark, J. A. Finch and 
B. C. Kingsbury, all wealthy miniDg men, 
who have operated for several years in tho 
Cteur d'Alenos. Such men do not long allow 
a property whioh thoy own to remain idle 
and tho work already projected was pushod 
with as much rapidity aa possible until tho 
long orosa-out tunnel reached the vein, 370 
feet from tho mouth. Other tunnelo aro 
projected, a large amount of drifting and 
somo shaft work has boen dono ; in all, suffi- 
cient dovolopmont to exposo tho greatest oro 
valuo in tho camp. 

The ore has increased in valuo from tho 
apex of the vein to the aump at tho bottom 
of tho workingB, but the west drilt haa de- 
veloped tho choicest ore body iu tho mino. 
Eight foot of oro having an average value of 
about J50 in gold and 5 per cent copper, 
Bulliolont dovolopmeut to mako a daily out- 
put of an hundred tons or moro, good build- 
ings, moro ore in sight than tho mino ia cap- 
italized for (capital §500,000). a dividend 
paid last month of over $32,000, tho oro bins 
all full and no debts, make the owners boppy 
and War Eagle stock a moat deBirablo In- 
vestment but difficult to buy. JamoB Clark 
is Buporintendont of tho mino and has shown 
a skill in tho economical and rapid develop 
ment of tho property only to be acquired 
by yoara of experience in the art of mining. 

After many ups and downs, lawsuits and 
change of ownership, tho Joule la now owned 
by Messrs. F. C. Loring and Gao. T. Crane 
of thia city and a WiEconein gentleman. 
Two tunnels havo boon run on tho mino 
developing from throa to six feet of oro, 
which like that of tho others, increase in 
value with depth, now baieg worth $45 in 
gold and several ounces in silver to tho ton. 
Several shipments have been made, and the 
owners aro uo woll saclufied with the outlook 
that Mr. Luring, who Iiub juat returned 
from tho East, placed a largo order for 
machinery with whioh to work it. 

O. Durant and L Cartor are tho principal 
ownora of the Nickel Plato, whioh carries 
tho highest grado ore in tho camp. Aso*vfi 
uhow It to havo a valuo in gold of from f25 
to $300. A shaft has been uunk to a depth 
of 100 feeb or more, acd further dtvalop 
ment is projected. A ateam hoist, built by 
the Union Iron Works of thia city, ia used 
to raise tho oro and waeto. 

Tho Cliff, owned by S. M. Wharton and 
othors, has boon developed to some extont 
aB havo aeveral othor cUiino In tho district, 
bub tho abovo named and described proper- 
ties may now bo considered tho mines of tho 
camp, though tho list ia suro to bo greatly 
augmented btforo tho end of 1895. 

Formerly in spoakiDg t f tho O. K. and 
I. X L. mines on Spokane mountain, about 
two niileB to tho woab of the Lo Roi, tbey 
woro opoken of aa being iu Shoep Creok dis- 
trict, but they properly belong und aro now 
inoluded in tho Trail Greek district. These 
properties are alroady well known attgold pro- 
ducers. Tho O. K , owned by Messrs. C. P. 
Oudln, D. J. Hughon and others ia a divi- 
dond payer and has been for Bomo timo. 
Shufta, drifts and tunnels aro boing extend- 
ed on a two und a half foot vein of free mill- 
ing gold oro, and a fivo stamp mill is kept 
steadily at work on §250 rock. A largo 
valuo in concentrates ia shipped to tho 
amoltor regularly, and bars of gold bullion 
gravitato to tho company's offico in Spokano 
about evory ten days. John Colo, who is 
also part ownor, Is auporiutendent. Mr. 
Burdnul, an experienced mill man, haa just 
boon engaged to attond to that portion of 
the work. 

Tho I, X L. is boing worked on tho same 
voin ub that which runs through tho O. K. 
and oro is boing shipped regularly to tho 
smelter. John Knight la superintending 
tho work and is ono of tho principal owners. 
Tho prinoipal formation is syenite and the 



porhapa it is youra also, that if the very 
finest and most highly dovelopod of the 
" kicker brand " wore to tako a nurse's 
placo for Bay threo months and work aa con- 
scientiously aa any of tho present staff, 
thoro would not bo much "Wei" left in 
him or her, whichever tho case might bo, at 
the end of tho firat month, and doubtless at 
tho closo of tho experience tho oratwhilo 
klckor would retire a aaddor and wiser per- 
son. Ono featuro of tho caso should bo vory 
consoling to tho eta ff, and that is there are a 
brigade of peoplo on this planet to whom it 
is an absolute necessity to "kick," pre- 
sumably to keep their Uvea in order, and 
pcredventuro if any of this brigado got into 
hoaven thoy will doubtless "kick" at tho 
luck of hoating apparatus, or " kick " them- 
selves for not having aomething to " kiok " 
at; tho probability ia thoy will ond by be- 
ing " kicked out."

it wua so dark. Tho captain was in the 
whcelhouHO ; Mr. Adams, uf tor huving had u 
talk with him had gone into the galley, 
where he whb last) i-eon ; tho two ongineora 
were in tho engine room ; the cook was in 
cabin I think ; and tho duokhand, Duncan, 
and I were ouo. I wan juat coming forward 
from attending to I ho hawser, for tho tow 
waB giving us trouble, and atopped near 
the boats. When the sea struck us 
broadside lb pitched us hard over on the 
Bido. I stopped whore I waB on the houso 
and tried to clear tho boats, for the Pilot 
was ooming down on us like a steam engine, 
and I knew that if sho struck us bub would 
go clour through us. Luckily, in ouo way, 
she atruok a rock and that turned her out of 
hor course. Then I aaw it wua my only 
chanca and 1 grubbed tho huwaer and went 
up ib onto tho bargo, singing out to the 
otherB that they'd hotter follow. 

"Duncan did undertake to come after, but 
he never reachod the bargo. Ho was washed 
off the line, I Bupposo, and swept away ut 
once. The engineer and tho cook started to 
swim for it, though thero was a torrible 
surf to look one f jr. They failod to 
make it. Tho captain and the second 
engineer stayed by the steamer until 
midnight, holding on to the tow bits. Then 
the ciptuin took bia chances in swimming 
and the second sou that came along landed 
him on a little rocky islet near the main 
island. His legs were pretty badly cut and 
hiB head too in the surf. Ho managed to 
hold on, though, until wo patched up the 
leaat injured of tho boats in the morning 
and brought him over to tho main island." 



THE WOKK OF EESCDE. 

How the SurTlvors Spent tho Terrible Night 
— Law's Body Recovered. 

When the steamer was thus meeting hor 
fate, those aboard the barge were being 
toeBed hither and thither in terriblo sus- 
pense — nnablo to see what was transpiring, 
powerless to do anything for their own pro 
cection or for the assistance of thoso of the 
steamer's crew whose cries reached them 
amid tho nolBo of tho storm. After bump- 
ing first on ono ledge and then on another 
the " tow " was finally deposited stern on in 
a little cove breaking the rocky shore cf tho 
main island to the lett of the chinnel be- 
tween the island and tho reef, none of the 
large party aboard having been lost in the 
storm. 

After ChriBtensen reached them they 
were never olose to the lost steamer though 
for a time tho lino still connected them. 
They were near enough to hear the agonized 
cries for help of Law, and eBS»yed to aid 
him by launching tho only boat aboard tho 
barge. It was rendered useless almost us 
Boonao it touched the water, and after th»t 
ihey oonld only watch, and listen and wait. 

At first four voiceB were distinguishable 
in the din of the elements — those of the 
Captain, 1j»w, Bloor and Smith. The 
latter two were quickly stilled, but tho 
vobes of the Captain and Liw were made 
out for hours, and thoy shouted responses to 
indnoe the poor fellows not to abandon 
hope though tho chances of resoue were 
few and f*Bb slipping away. They 
heard the captain whon he called out that 
tho tido was rising fast and he was going to 
trust himself to the water, and they heard 
him report when the sea carried him upon 
the adjoining rook, bruised and exhausted, 
but still alive. Through the long night as 
he clung to that desolato patch of rock, con 
atantly awash, he was buoyed up, too, by 
the knowledge that ho Was not forgotten 
though help could not reach him. 

After the captain's departure from tho 
steamer, poor Liw's voice was heard at in- 
frequent intervale, first in shoutB that he 
vainly hoped would bring aid from the 
shore wh«-re thoy could not be hoard ; then 
in prayers and entreaties that were heart- 
rending to tho listeners, helpless aB they 
wero to aid. Fooblor and ltaa frequent tho 
calls came, until they ceased altogether; 
then the watchers roaliz3d that poor Law 
had yloldod tho unequal battle. 

As soon as tho barge was firmly ashore, 
the wind having by this time moderated 
considerably, a plank was put out, and tho 
men aboard landed safely and immediately 
commenced a search along tho shore with 
lanterns in the hope tf finding some sur- 
vivor of tho wreck not past aBStsting. Nono 
wero found nor any bodice from the utoamer, 
these having doubtless been awept out by 
tho tido! Exploration of tho littio island 
showed it to bo dosortod, though in tho hut 
which remains ae a souvenir of the Hermit's 
residence there, wero found plenty tf food 
and blanketB, with material for a fire— wel- 
come proviaions, indeed, which wore tukon \ 
full advantage of. 

At dawn tho two ship's boats received 
careful attention, and with a littio patching 
and oontinual baling ono was mudo fit to go 
to tho rescue of tho captain, who wus all but 
oxhaustod. Ho was pub to bed in tho Her- 
mit's cabin, and thoro remained until the 
steamer from tho city arrived later in tho 
day. In tho meantime tho party on the 
island omployid themselves in rescuing the 
valuablo bits of debris, floating pieces ot tho 
steamer, stores, elc , with which tho beach 
wub Btrown, and in voin efforts to attract 
the attention of passing craft. Finally an 
early fisherman brought his sloop iu, in 
answer to thoir signalB, and James Clark 
waa aont with him to tako tho aud novvs to 
tho city. By this time, however, Mr. Mc- 
Neill hud from hiB homo on Foul bay noticod 
pooplo moving about tho islund, aud having 
satisfied himBolf that;thoro had been a wreck, 
had communicated with Superintendent Hus- 
sey, Collector Miluo and Cupb. John Irving 
Tho latter ut ones ordered tho Btjamer 
Maudo to tho scene and himBolf took com 
mand, tho rescun party Touching the island 
bhortly after noon. 

Thoy found a sadly distroased little 
colory awaiting them, overy man cn the 
Pilot having boon drenched to tho skin, 
somo emerging from their terrible night's 
experience with littio clothing and neither 
shoes nor other footwear, and all b^ing worn 
and exhausted. They woro promptly taken 
on board and tho wreck itstlf inspected 
At this time tho mast and bow of the steam- 
er wero vlaiblo ubovo tho water, ovon from 
a considerable distanoe ; as tho Maudo oume 
nearer, it was seen that Law s body waa 
hanging astrido tho tow bits, where ho had 
climbed for safety, his foob caught in a rope. 
Whothor he had thus fastened himeolf to 
eBcapo being washed s\w»y, or find bennmo 
accidentally entangled, will never bo known. 
The rising tide bad ovorpowored him in hia 
exhaustion and terminated hia Bufferings. 
The body waa taken Borrowfully aboard, and 



the Maude with flag half-maatod roturned to 
the city. 

VICTIMS OF THE DISASTER. 

Brief OutliiiPB of the Fivo Lives So Suddenly 
and Terribly Terminated. 

Mr. Frederick Adams, who either waa 
drownod while imprisoned in tho galley or 
was wuahed overboard to his fate, was a 
nativo of Forth, Unb,, and aged about 55 
yeara. He was engagpd in general contract- 
ing enterprises in tho lCist for many yeara — 
in Ontario, Quebec and the ICistern and 
middlo statea — und then came to British 
Columbia. HiB most prominent contract in 
this provioco was that in tho execution of 
which he was ei:goged when he mob hia 
death — tho erection of the now provincial 
buildings. During hn present visit to his 
homo Mr. Adams took oobualon to have hiB 
will drawn up, so recontly as tho very day 
of hie death, und it is understood that by it 
all his property is left to tho widow, who 
with four Bons is most directly borouved. 
Mr. Adams' body huB nob yot been re- 
covered. 

Chief ongineor Arthur Bloor was an un- 
married man ot '2$ or 30 yeara, who had so 
far as known no relatives in thia city. Wil- 
liam Law, his assistant, wub a Victorian, .'i0 
yeara of ago ; ho leaves a widow and fumily 
of little ones ab their homo on Queen's 
avenue, besides other relatives and many 
friends to whom tho news of hts death camo 
as a crushing blow. Mrs. Liw being a 
prominent member of the Salvation Army, 
Adjutant Archibald will take charge cf tho 
funeral arrangements, the interment being 
announced to take place on Tuesday after- 
noon. Tho lato engineer was nob a brother, 
but a cousin of Mre. H P. Johnaou. 

Frank Duncan, the youthful deck hand, 
was a eon of Henry H. Dunoan, of London, 
Eng , and hia great grandfather was Dr. 
Dancan, to whom ia duo the honor of estab- 
lishing savings banks upon tho present sys- 
tem. Frank was formerly a law student 
with a London firm of barristers, both mem- 
bers of which were his brothers-in-law. HIb 
father, Henry H. Duncan, was formerly of 
Toronto, and an officer of the Canadian mili- 
tia at the time of the first uprising 
in the Northwest. Tho father of tho unfor- 
tunate young man, who was himself a popu- 
lar member of the B C B.G.A., had but 
very recently written urging hia return to 
England to take a lucrative position thero 
and ho had expressed hia intention of going, 
aa he was deeply attached to his home and 
family. Frank Duncan's grandfather was 
Rev. Goorge Duncan, D D., a well known 
divine of iho Presbyterian church in Eng- 
land, and hiB groat-grandfather, Dr. Henry 
Dancan, founder of the syBtom of savings 
banks, in commemoration of whioh the city 
of Dumfries, Scotland, erected hiB Btatue in 
that city. Genoral Clark, first Lieutenant- 
Governor of the territory now com 
prising tho Province of Ontario, was 
a great grand unole of the deceased 

Almost everyone knew "Bob" Smith, 
the cook— " Soda Water Bob" as ho waa 
popularly called. He wrb an Englishman 
by birth and had been a residenb of this oity 
for tho past eighteen years. His widowed 
mother, living In Southampton, waB solely 
dependent upon him for her Bupporb. 

Theill starred Velos, whioh isnownomore, 
was built on False creek, Vancouver, by 
Myers, Murray, BurnB and Price, e 
good many years ago. After run 
ning out of the Terminal City for 
a time sho was purchased by Alexander 
Ewen, of Westminster, who had hor char- 
tered to Victoria parties. Sho waa valued 
at S7 000, roughly, and partially insured ; 
the Pilot was owned by Mr. J. C. Provost 
and was worth probably $1,000 or §1,200 
Sho was at last reports loaking, but not 
badly broken, and it is expected will 
saved. 

The Maude on hor last visit to the 
Bceno of the wreck last night, 
found that the bottom had dropped 
clean out of tho Velos, lotting 
through the machinery, and completing the 
ruin. The machinery, engineB and bolle'B, 
have, of course, gono to the bottom, ha 
other bodies than Law's havo yot been re 
oovered, and tho search for them will bi 
continued early this morning from boa»s and 
by shorn parties. A number < f the members 
of the B.C. li.G.A., who will eearoh the 
coaat from Rosa Bay 'o OA Bay, leave tho 
city early this morning. All wishing to 
join in the work ure requested to meet at 
tho corner of Government and Fort streets 
at 9 o'clock eharp. 

It iB probablo that tho coroner will hold a 
formal irqueat on Engineer Law's body to- 
morrow.

THE SEALING CLAIMS 

To lie the Subject of Negotiations lu Wash- 
ington Next Full. 

Washington, March 23. — Preliminaries 
aro to bo arrungod for tho framing of a now 
treaty botween tho United Statea and Great 
Britain concerning Bohring Sou aoizures 
Tho negotiations will bo carried on in 
Wuahington. Sir Charlea Tuppor, miniater 
of marine and fisheries for Canada, and 
other leading stateamon of tho Dominion 
will come hero to co-operate with Sir Julian 
Paunoefoto, tho Britiah ambassador, con- 
cerning the terms of tho treaty. Tho meet- 
ing will probably ho held this fall. Tho 
projected treaty la rendered nrceasury by 
tho inaction of congress on tho Bohring sou 
seizuroa. Its purpose will bo to creuto a 
commission to hear all tho evidenco and 
dotermino tho amount of indemnity to bo 
paid the seized soalora, After being signed, 
tho treaty will havo to be submitted to the 
senate for ratification, and unless thero ia 
an extra session this oanuot bo accomplished 
before next Docomber. Another phaso of 
tho seal question whioh may come up 
simultaneously with adjustment of the 
claims is tho framing of a now modua 
viveadi or othor meuna of protcotlDg tho 
bouIb in Bohring sea.

EXCITEMENT IN GERMANY. 

Insult Offered to Bismarck by the RelchBtag 
and Hotly Resented by tho Populace. 

Beblin, March 23. — The Reichstag to- 
day rejected a proposal of its President that 
congratulations be offered Bismarok npon 
the oocaBion of his birthday. Tho President 
and Vice-President Buerlin resigned In con- 
sequence. A tremendous tumult prevailed 
in the chamber on tho announcement of tho 
resignations. 

All tho ovoning papers got out extra edi- 
tions to announce tho Reichstog'a decision. 
Tho Neuesto Nachrichten, Biamarckian, 
said : " Tho Grand Duke of Baden saw tho 
Reichatag twenty- five years after tho crea- 
tion of the empire tako this most shameful 
Btep. Tho best answer to auch action would 
be an Immodiato dissolution. Tho nation 
oan help tho government win battles at 
home as well aa abroad." 

Eugene Richter'a Fretannige Zaitung aaye: 
" Tho wires whioh wero worked in these 
parliamentary scandalB wero pulled from 
Friedriohsruhe, where the aim ia to creato 
dissensions between tho reichatag and tho 
government. Tho firat act in tho intrigue 
waa tho Emperor'a Kocnigsberg speooh, the 
second the auti-sooialist bill, which 
swept away Count Caprivi. The plan now 
is to sweep off Dr, von Boetticher, Frelherr 
von MarEchall and Prince Hohonlohe, and 
to push forward tho Culenburgs and Count 
Horberb Biemarck. Treacherous intrigues 
against tho Reichstag loom up in the back 
ground." 

The Reioh»bote, Conservative : " We are 
couvinood that tho attitude of the mnjority 
will bo felt as a difgrace by tho nation. 
Wo hope it will open the people's eyes to 
tho truo oharaoter of the present roiohstag." 

Tho VolkB Zeitung : " The roichatog aotod 
in perfeot harmony with tho enormous 
majority of tho nation. It has guarded its 
dignity against reactionists." 

The Local Anzeiger : "In Its mott mem- 
orable Beasion tho Reichstag has atigmatitod 
itself as tho great majority of Germans 
formerly thought impossible." 

The Post: "The majority has cist dis- 
credit upon a glorious past, but the jubilee 
of the people will wash away tho ugly 
stain." 



UNHAPPY NEWFOUNDLAND. 

A Public Meeting Protests Against the Union 
Negotiations— Names of the In- 
tended Delegates. 

St. Johns, Nfld., March 23. — A public 
meeting was held last night under tho 
auspioes of tho anti-confederation lojgue, 
which oppoaes tho plan for thu union of 
Newfoundland with Canada. It was ono of 
tho moat enthusiastic meotings ever held 
here. Reaolutiona wero puBBod requesting 
tho colonial government pot to send dele- 
gates to Canada, but to ask in- 
stead for a royal commission from England. 
Tho antl-cenfederutiou fooling ia ovidently 
vory atrong, and tho plan cf sending a dele- 
gation to Ottawa decidedly unpopular, 
tfowevor, popular clamor aeems likely to 
provo of no avail. In all probability the 
delegation, which is already namod, will 
soon procoed to Ottawa. Promior Sir 
William Whiteway continuos aerloualy 
111, and cannot accompany hia col- 
leuguea in the delegation when 
thoy loavo Newfoundland, but intonda fol- 
lowing them when sufficiently recovered. 
Besides tho Promior, tho delegation as nam- 
ed will consist of Messrs. Robert 
Bond, George Emerson ahd Edward 
MorriB. All tho documents and other 
n ateriul will bo ready for tho dolegutes in 
timo for tho nexb Halifax Bteumor. It is 
understood that tho government has not yot 
aakod for tho co-oporatiou of tho opposition 
as regards confederation and ia not likely 
to do ao.
